Ry Assoclulcd I'ress 
London, Sept, JO.— Sunday will be an 
anxious day for Great Britain. The re- 
ply of the Traiisvaiil Kovernmeiit, it is 
known to-night, lia.s been formulated, | t,|,7n 
nnd is in the liniuls oC the liritish UKeiit 
111 I'retoiia. Furthermore the wires at 
the foreign olllce lire busy -with a jo;:„ 
despatch from the British high coui...i3- 
sioner in South Africa, Sir Alfred Milner, 
to the Secretary of State for the Col- 
onies, %vliioli is being rapidly repented 
lo -Mr. Chaiiibi'rluin's Binningluiin home, 
so that the ccmteuts of the 'Boer reply 
will probably rest to-night with CireUl 
Britain's Coloiiiul Secretary. 

Lliiless South Africa is [leopled with 
false prophets, tlic Boers luive uitlier 
ovaded or detieU what practieally 
aniounted to an ultinKituni from tho Brit- 
ish cabinet. Kroiii the tenor of their rc- 
ci^nt coinuuiiiicaiioiis to Mr. Clianiburlniu 
the Boers could seareely be e.\pected to 
di> otherwise. However, as 1 n.Miiieiitly 
pointed out in these despatches, this 
presumed action iiiioii the part of_ the 
Boers does not make war a certainty, 
though it docs i)lace the British cabinet 
in a position wliero it must take stops 
so aggressive that war or nn ignomin- 
ious submission -will be the only ulterna- 
tives reiuainiug to the Transvaal. 

This serious yhaso of the crisis also 
gravely increases tbc probability that 
the Boors would take time nnd diplom- 
acy by the forelock and raid Natol and 
confiscate the mines, arrest the Uitland- 
ers for high treason, and otherwise re- 
sent, while the British troops arc in 
mid-ocean, what they believe is an at- 
tempt to rob th(;in of their inheritance. 

If tlie course of diploiuaoy is not fore- 
shortened, the British cabinet will meet 
again nnd fornuihite sjiecilie demands 
far more sxveejjing than the recent ones. 
'J'hese will be iransiiiittod to President 
Kruger in tlie shape of an ultimatum. As 
the meiubers of the cabinet are scattered 
tlirouglioiil the country, it is imiirobnbie 
that a council could bo gathered until 
•Monday night at the earliest. There is 
every reason to believe the British gov- 
ernment will c.xhihil no undue liaste in 
forcing Krugei-'s band, for it is mon' im- 
IHirtant to have the re-iiii'oreements on 
the sreiie of aetioii tliaii to gain the 
gralitiide of the importunate liillaml- 
i-rs. who for weeks have been i ryiiig for 
iiiijiirili.ale aggressive arlion. 

The logic of sui'li a pulley must be 
I'lliially iiatent to 1 'resilient Kruger. It 
is hardly coneeivable that he will awnil 
the arrival of tin.' British re-inrorreineiils 
before taking t-lie initiative. If he dis- 
plays such hesitation lie will strength, >n 
the beliel' that at the very last moiiient 
lie inleiols lo back down, an inipressii'i] 
wliieli has many siipiiorters ainuiig the 
iiitra-ronservative inrliiii'il. 

I'resideiit Kniger's ruuKired refusal of 
tile latest fraiiehise ileiiiaiiils has Inst 
him many friends in Kngland, and the 
l)ro-Boer party has shrunk to small di- 
mensions. The reiiort of the formal al- 
liance between the Transvaal and the 
Orant'o Free State has also done iiuu'li 
to alienate tlie feeling of those I^iglisli- 
men inclined to say iiiucli in 
favor of Tran.svaal, tliougli it is 
/icnrcely believed that the Orange I'"ri'e 
State will take an active part, more like- 
ly coiitiniiig itsell lo jiassive iinri giiizeil 

assistanee, as in .he war of I.SSIl. 

Tli(^ selection of (Jeiicral Sir (ieurge 
Stewart White. V.C. In eiuumand the 
troops meets with universal approval, as 
does the aniiouneemeni that in the event 
nf war (Jeneral .Sir Jledvers Buller will 
lake supreme coiiiiuaiid in Soiilli .\f- 
riea. Both men an' of great experience, 
braviry and fonrefnlness. 

The departure (if the troofis from 
Southampton for .N'alal lo-day was 
iiiark'.'d liy sueli scenes as had not oc- 
rurreil in Kngland for many years. The 
wives. daughters, sweethearts and 
friends eriiwiled a round llie Norl liuniber- 
laii 1 I'lisiliers, or, as tliey arc hotter 
kiniwn, "The I'Mghling Fi'flh," at the 
stalions and at the dorks, crying, waving 
liats and haudkerrhiers and cheering 
witli mixed grief and patriotism, as men 
and women only do to those dear to 
them that go to war. Most of the 
special service officers wore civilian 
clotlies, but as most of them were well 
known, they were recognized, and re- 
ceived ovations. The "Fighting Fifth" 
nearly all wore the Khartoum medals. 

General White sails with his staff on 
the Tantrtllon Cnstle from riyniotith.

Captain Sir Edward Chichester, who 
contmanded tho British cruiser lininor- 
talite at Manila, is amoitg the offlcera 
accompanying General White. lie is 
going to Capetown to cominnr.d the sec- 
ond-clnss cruiser Doris, the llagship of 
Admiral Hiirris.

Transvaal continues to occupy the public 
attention. It appears no di.'claration of 
war is necessary. 'J'lie i)rocess, accord- 
ing to good authority, would be a jiro- 
ion by thi; British high comiiiis- 
sii Sir Alfred .Milner, stating that 
I'oiiventiou of London was annulled, 
i.nd that Queen Victoria had resumed the 
govenimeut of the country known as the 
South African Itepublic. The general 
conimaiidiiig tlie British exiieditionnry 
forces would then be instructed to occu- 
py the Tran.svaal, and liold it until a 
fresh goveriimeiil could be eslahlislied. 
When the country should be pacified, a 
conimissiun, (imibtless iiicltidiiig all class- 
es of the inhabitants of the Transvaal, 
would be appointed to draft a new con- 
stitution. That all this is easier said than 
done is quite palpable, even to tlie most 
enthusiastic lOiiglishnun. Estimates of 
the strength of the Boera mdely diverge. 
Mr. John Morley referred to them as 
being able to put an UPmy of 50,000 men 
in the field, -while the war oflioe olllcials 
seem to tliink 25,000 would be all they 
could muster. As a matter of fact, their 
strength depends entirely upon tho aa- 
sistiincc received from the Orange Free 
State and natives, which it is impossible 
to gauge. 

The present atmosphere of war has 
cnorttiously stimulated army recruiting. 
Crowds of young men surround the of- 
fices daily, and largo batches take the 
tjueeii's sliilling. 

MK. MOIILEY'S MISGIVINGS, 
tiondon, Sept. IC— At the Manchester 
peace meeting last night the Itight Hon, 
Leonard Henry Courtney, Liberal, for- 
merly deiiuty speaker of the House of 
Commons, read a letter received from 
Mr, Herbert Spencer, protesting against 
the itlea tliat the national honor would 
bo enhanced by attacking a weak nation, 
lamenting that ago and ill-health pre- 
vents him from aiding the peace move- 
ment, deel.aring it is nndenialile that 
tlie .fanieson raid was an atlemiit to 
usurp the Transvaal, and asserting that 
wlitit llie Uitlnndors' Imllots failed to do, 
lliey now liope to do by votes. Continu- 
ing tlie letter reail: "It is sad to see 
our government barking those whose 
avoweil policy is expansion, which, less 
politely exiirrssod, means aggression, 
and for wliirh there is a still less ])olite 
word which is readily guessed."

THK LOllLVS PUAYl^U. 

Stories of the late Robert G. Ingorsoll 
are very common nowadays. Cno of 
them tells that once he wns charged with 
being a very captious critic, and was 
told that bo "would criticize oven tho 
Load's Prayer;" whereupon he at once 
replied to the effect that the phrase 
"Lead us not into temptation" was cer- 
tainly open to criticism, for It was in- 
conceivable that a divine being wouhl 
load his creatures Into temptation. The 
narrator of the Incident expresses sur- 
prise that IngersoU alone, out of the 
miUlons who have repeated this prayer, 
ever thought of this. He thereby gives 
the late Colonel credit for very much in- 
genuity than ho deserves. Tho criti- 
cism is moss-growa, but it does not seem 
to have impressed any one sufficiently to 
lead even to a hint that it Is an Interpo- 
lation and might be properly omitted 
from the historic petition. If evc>r thoro 
was a cause of hyper-criticism, this ob- 
jpction to the phrase quot«d Is one. The 
Lord's Prayer ia not a statement of doc- 
trine, nor a work on theology. It is a 
very old form of petition to God. The 
Gospels do not say that Jesus composed 
it. .There is somo reason to bollevc that 
he did not. but that it was in use cen- 
turies before his time. That he recom- 
mended it to his disciples is beyond a 
doubt, and that he must therefore be 
taken to have adopted its phraseology 
will bo admitted. 

What then is there to be said about 
this particular petition? Well, in the 
first plnco, it ivas not framed for very 
wise and critical people, who split hairs 
over words, and profess to hi? abl 
understand tho Incomprelienslblo. It is 
a confession of weakness and a prayer 
for safe guidance expressed in langimge 



form a conclusion in a long thno. .Such 
a proposition as lia.s boon made Is noitlicr 
to be accepted nor rejocto<l lightly. The 
.•xmount of mon«^- involved is consider- 
able. The advantages to be' derived 
may also be very great. 

We think that one point which lias- 
been much spoken of In this connection 
ought to be eliminated entirely from the 
dlscn.ssron. It is the bona fides of the 
I'ort Angeles railway project. The pro- 
moters of the onteniriso nave spent a 
considerable sum of money nlroady, anil 
they claim to have the whole project 
financed, so that the ilne can he con- 
structed within the next ten months or 
loss. It is Id bo assumed that before 
the city would enter into any contract 
under any by-law that niisht ho adopted, 
care would be taken to see that the com- 
pany contracting is in a position to carry 
out its engagement. The proposed sub- 
sidy is to be payable yearly, so that if 
after tlie agreement Ls entered into the 
company should prove unable to make its 
part of it good, all the liability of the 
city trader It will at once cense. 

Tlie question therofopo resolves Itself 
into this: Can the city of Victoria 
afford to pay fl7,.'>00 a year for twenty 
years to secure n railway ferry counoc- 
tiOQ with the terminus of a line having 
transcontinental connections as well as 
..•onnections with railways running 
through the Pncifie Coast states? This 
in tho point upon which the ta.xpayers 
will be called upon to .speak when the 
by-law is submitted, and we think every 
one will agree with us that it is one 
npon which very much ought to be said 
befor<! a (.■onc^luslon in reached. It is 
certainly not one lo be di.sposed of In a 
'cavalier fashion. 

The question ought to be taken up, dis- 
cuased, and. detjirmlncjj, in a business-like 
■ way, and the City OoUnclI will greatly 
facilitate thi.-t by bringing on the election 
promptly. Wo ure nut impressed with 
the argument of those wlio say that ^'o 
ought to wait fp^-flltQcnatiTfcvproppsalH. 
There is little likelihood ■'of~'an 'nlt(?rna- 
tive i)roposal so far as a Port Angeles 
connection in (•oticerncd. Either we 
want tliat connoction or we do not. If 
■pre want il, nro we willing to pa.v what 
it win coKtV It is very dlfllcult to nee 



not mistake what il means. lOvon Ingor- 
soll did not pretend to misunderstand 
what It meant. He did not venture to 
say that any one from rending it would 
suppose that God would lend men into 
temptation, unless ho wore asked not 
to. Ho simply thought that it attributed 
to tho Heily something contrary to his 
nature, by implying that he might possi- 
bly load i)oop)e into danger of sin. 

What are wo to understand? l.iot us, 
in the effort to meet the critics of this 
groat classic, try an Illustration. Lot us 
suppose that oii(> conscious of his own 
weakness is looking to another to guide 
him through an intricate and dangerous 
labyrinth. Would he not naturally ask 
to ho led by tho safcist possible route? 
A strong, si'lf-conliilent: man might scorn 
such precautious, and be willing to take 
his chances. A weak or prudent one 
would desire to be conducted so that the 
danger of harm would l)o as little as 
might bo. Hero is, we think, the idea 
of the petition. Tin; whole prayer rec- 
ognizes the fatherhood of God. This Is 
spoken of in the very beginning. ' Taking 
up each phrase by itself, we have this 
running through it as tho dominant tone, 
so to si)oak. 'i'hen? Is a petition for sus- 
tenance, a petition for forgiveness, a 
petition for guidance. The petition for 
sustenanco does not go into particulars 
na to what is requisite to support life. 
It does not even remind tho Deity that 
"tlie life is more 'ban meat," and not- 
withstanding that this last-quoted son- 
tonco was from the lips of .Tosu.s himself, 
th(! iH!tition for food comes first of all. 
Why do not hypiu--critical people get in 
their work here? The seconil petition is 
for forgiveness. Xot(! that It is a con- 
ditional petition, tli;! only conditional one 
of the three. There is a very wide lesson 
here. If one had time to study it, but the 
prayer does not go into details.' Tho 
petition for guidance in the various af- 
fairs of life Is expressed figuratively. It 
need not be understood by any one. It 
never wns misunderstood, anjr more than 
any father ever misunderstood his. little 
child, who oxelainis "Don't drop mo!" 
when ho is being tossed in tho air. It 
is not an expression of fear, but ono of 
confidence. It is intended to convey tho 
idea that there is n, hand that will guide

The Columbian, seeing that its. ground 
In defence of Mr. Gottom'a "silence in re» 
ganl to the charge preferred against him 
by Mr. Martin is itntonable, shifts its 
position completely and liecomcs abusive. 
This is the best possible evidence that it 
finds itself cornered. It now says Mr. 
.Martin's statement was a windy asser- 
tion not worthy of a reply, and then it 
goes on to say in several different 
fasiiions that Mr. Martin Is not worth 
replying to any way, and that is why 
Mr. Cotton's mouth is closed. 

Ivct us examine this view of the case 
a little. 

^V'ho made the charge? 

It was .Mr. Joseph -Martin, attoriioy- 
goueral of the province, and he made it 
in the plainest and most concise language 
in a letter to the Premier of the prov- 
ince. Up to the time this charge had 
been made, Mr. Martin was In full en- 
joyment of the confidence and support of 
tho Colanihlan, whatever that may bo 
worth, and if Mr. Seuiliu had heeded 
Mr. Martin's advice and dismissed Mr. 
Cotton, retaining the Attorney-General 
in the cabinet, the Columbian would 
now bo found extending its confidonoo 
and support to Mr. Martin. It ill be- 
comes the Columbian to make light of 
any charge preferred by Mr. Martin 
against .Mr. Cotton, for every one knows 
that if the caucus had gone as Messrs. 
Soni'in and Cotton expected it to go, the 
latter would have gone out and Mr. 
Martin would have remained in, 
we would have had tlie Columbian join- 
ing with the Colonist In condemning Mr. 
Cotton for not answering the serious 
charge made against him. 

We confess to be unable to understand 
the conception of j)ublic duty which per- 
mits the Columbian to think that a pub- 
lic man may properly allow himself to 
remain under &uch a charge. We have 
a few questions to which we would in- 
vile the Columbian to reply. 

Does the Columbian think that the de- 
liberate falsification of the records of 
the Executive Council is a matter of no 
importance?

If our contemporary will kindly re- 
frain from' calling names, and answer 
these plain questions in an equally plain 
manner, wo shall know better where it 
stands towards tho principle, which wo 
believe ought to rule in politics, that 
ministers in charge of the pablic funds 
" should be above suspicion."

ATLIN AND THE ALIEN PLAOBR 
MINING ACT. 

Sir,— -In the Ho.sslaiid news 1 notice 
extracts from the sjieiH-h of Hon. Y. 
Carter-Cotton, referring to the eight- 
hoiir .-iml alien acts. While 1 am not 
tlioroiiKhly In accord with the former, 1 
do not wish to criticb'-e that jiortion of 
.Mr. Cotton's Rpecoh, for the simple 
retisoii that I have not personally seen 
the elTi'ct of it. not having visited the 
Koidcnays since the bill was passed. 
Had 1 done so, it is iiossihie my views 
might have been changed; but with the 
-Vlicn act it is difrerent, as 1 have just 
reiiiriied from .\tlln and can write 
authoritatively on the subject. 

The lion. -Mr. Ca rtcr-tJot ton is re- 
ported lo liai-e said that "the Alien 
riacer mining act was another act tli.'it 
had come to slay, and would resiill In 
i;lving to Canada a |iortion of her right- 
ful lieiitagc. It had resulted most ad- 
vaalageously to Canada and to the eoiiii- 
Iry generally," etc. 

Now, being an observant man and 
without political prejudice, I stale most 
emphatically that such is ted the case, 
as the direct result of this act has been 
most disastnnis to the country towards 
wlilcdi the act Was aimed to jirotect, and 
to Canad.a generally. The scpposi t ion 
al the lime of |eissliig this act \»as that 
it would have the desired elTect of keeji- 
ing the gold In ('anaila, and no doubt in 
a inanii(-r it has been eniliu'iitly success- 
ful, for the gidd is still In the ground, 
.'lud likely to a large extent to remain 
there. 

Let ns argue the question from m.f 
Ftandiioliit. Had this net not been 
passed there would have been a rush to 
.Mlin of at least i!ri,(XJ() peojde, all 
more or le.^* imbued with the .spirit of 
specnlation, the result being that claims 
would have changed hands for as many 
tliousandii of dolhirs ns they actually 
ilid hundreds, so that there would have 
been at least ten times tlie ainouut of 
cash in clieiilation that there is at pres- 
ent, thus enabling the people who sold 
to prospect the deep diggings as well as 
the (|nart7. ledges. It is an old saying 
that it costs two dollars to extract one 
doll.'.r from the groniid. This 1 am 
sure is no; the case, but 1 do believe it 
costs al least ninety cents. Take the 
Klondike, which is one of if not tho 
richest placer country the world has over 
seen, ami I can readily believe that more 
money lins gone into that country than 
hits been taken out ot the ground. But 
then oin; must not overlook the fact that 
there is ti population of at least 35,000 
who have lived there in a very extrava- 
gant manner, besides the profit made by 
transportation companies and others, all 
of whieh should be charged up against 
the capital which •was taken into the 
country. My argument is that if Do' 
Alien act has shut out 20,000 aliens 
from the Atlin country, it has succeeded 
in keeping out at least the capital neces- 
sary to support that number of people, 
liBsidcs retarding the derclopinent of 
the whole country. Another thing- 
while this net is aimed to affect placer 
mining only, it does affect quartz mininc 
to a considerable extent, as foreign capi- 
talists nre very chary about investing, 
even in quartz mining, in a country 
where the gorernnient may nt any time 
enact laws which might affect their 
rights. 

Hon. Mr. Carter-Cotton ha« travelled 
extensively throughout the province, and 
1 notice he has just left fur Cariboo. 
But ho should not rest there. He ought 
to visit Atlin, and on his return I am 
convinced that he will admit that thi' 
Alien act was a most Ill-advised jiieco of 
legislation. Should lie go there he will 
fii'id that the hankers, lawyers, doctors, 
clergy, merchants, newspaper men, hotel 
and saloon keepers, transportation com- 
panies, miners, and last but not least, 
the mine-owners thnnisflves, all, irre- 
spective of politics, are as one man in 



was a mi.-;takr. All governments are 
liable at any time to pass hills that do 
not work iiiiite satl.sfactorilj. Consid- 
ering the fact that tills bill docs not 
emannto from the present govo.''nniont, 
hut was iidvocated as far hack Uk' two 
years a.go by the merchants of both Vic- 
toria ami A^anconver, hacked up by the 
press and receiving uhiiost the unan.i- 
mous support of the entire house, I do 
not think the government would be 
stultifying tliemselvos in the least by 
acknowledging that It was a mistake 
und reiiealing it at the first opportunity.

If,, .sh/ires with 
Hie .sprixlitly fox-terrier tlie tlisLiiiction of 
liciii;,- ilic favorite dog of the people of 
I he latter part of the nineteenth century, 
'i'lie St, lianiard has his admirers, so lias 
Ihe ri)X-lioiiii(l, liiit as iieitluM- is so sait- 
al)U' as a companion— the oiit> on account 
of iii.s size, tlic other for a variety of 
reasons— I lie collie and fox-tfirtier <ire 
likely to retain their good reputation for 
ni.iiiy years to come.

or preeeiled them came to bo a colley 
di'K- 111 line course the word " doR " 
was (Iropiicil, so by easy transformation. 
" colley "— jrrown out of use as applied to 
the shee|i- was a(li)pte(I a,s a (Miplioiiious 
word for a variety of the t\tr^. anil so 
remains to tliis day. Hcwick. the ^rcat 
wood oiiKraver, calls this doK tlie "cnaly-" 
I I'.iit l)eror(> Bewick pravo us his cliarni- 
j in.i; illnstrntioiis of tho sheep do;; or 
j " Klicplienl's hound," Oaiiis iiastoralis " 
was lielil in esteem, and in the si.\l(MMuli 
|ci>ntnry duly described by Vir. Cains. 
I wlio wrote: 

I '• (Itir slieiiherd's do;: is not liufic, anil 
;vast, anil \i\g. Init of iiii iiidin'ereiit stat- 
: lire and f^rowth, because it h.as to deal 
: with the bloodthirsty wolf, since there 
I he none in ICnKlaiid * * * This iIok. 
I either ar. the lieariii? of liis master's 
! voice or al Ihe wasLriii,!,' of his list, or at 
j his shrill and hoarse wliistlin^; and 
I hi.-.siiiL;, hriii^jetii the waii<lerin^r wethers 
jaiiil stray sheep into the self-same pl:ii>e 
: wliere the master's will mid work is to 
I have them, whereby tilt .sheiiheril reap- 
etli the henelit, namely, tli.at with little 
labor and no toil of movin,;; his feel, lie 
may rule and frniile his florlc according; 
to his own ilesir(>, eitlier to h:ive tlicni 
forward or stand still, or to draw hack- 
wtird, or to turn tliis iva,v. or take that 
way. Vnr it is not in Kii^:lanil as it is 
in I'^rauce. as it is in l''l;i tillers, .as it is in 
Syria a.s it is in Tart.ary, where the 
slieop follow the sliepliord. for here in 
our country the slie|iherd followetli tho 
sheop, and sometimes tho straying .«heep, 
wlieie no do;,' runs before thorn, nor 
Eoeth about and beside them, catlier 
tlieniselves into a Unci;, when they hear 
the shepherd whistle, fop fear or the 
dog (as I imagine), remomljoriiig that (if 
uurcasouaug creatures may be reported 
to have memory), the dog commonly 



runneth out at his mastcr'.s warrant, 
which is his wlii.stle. This have wo 
oftentimes luarlted when wo liavo taken 
our journey from town to town; when 
wo have licard a,8hcphord ivhistle we 
have reined in our' horse and stood stilt 
a ppaco to see the proof and trial of this 
matter. Furthermore, with tlm dog 
doth the fshepliord take tho sheep to 
sianghtor, and to he healed if they ho 
side, and no hurt or lianii is done lij- 
the dogs to the simple oroaturo." 

Tho above is one of tho oldest records 
of tho working of sheep dogs, and it is 
interesting because it almost corresponds 
with tlioir duty at the prosont day. 

Tliero is no douht that the collie or 
slieep dog is one of the most useful of 
the canine race, and within tlio last 
quarter of a century he has been uiado 
ornamental, 'riie general appearance is 
that of a lithe, .active doir, of pleasing 
outline, exhibiting strength, speed imil 
intelligence. The head is long, covereil 
with short, soft hair, skull Hat, modor- 
■ntcly wide between oars, tind tiiperiiig 
to ni>se, which is black: moulh ii liit 
overshot; eyes of fair size, not pronii- 
nenr, placed riilhor wide ajiart, aliiioiiil- 
sliii|ieil and set oiiliqnoly, any shade of 
brown, tho (hirUer the better: ears 
small, covered with short, soft hair, car- 
ried semi-erect when at attention, at 
other times thrown bticU: neck long, 
arched iind luuseular: chest deep and 
ntirrow in front, but wide behind 
siiiiulders; bade short and level; 
slinulilers oblii|ue; loin.s ratlier long, 
slightly arched and powerful; fore-legs 
straight and muscular; iiind-legs sinewy; 
liinil-ouiirters drooping slightly, very long 
from hips to hocks; stilles well beul, hip- 
bones rather wide and ragged: iiasterus 
long, springy and lighter in bone th.iu 
rest of log, .soles well padded; Ines 
arched and coniiiact; t.ail rnoderalidy 
loiiir, carried low when ipiiet, gaily when 
excited: coat— an important point — 
abundant, except on head and logs; the 
outer coat striiiglit. h.ard and rtither 
slilT; inner coat soft, furry ami very 
dense; frill very abundant; hair <iii tail 
very profuse, and on hips long and 
bushy; forelegs slightly featlierod; 
hind-lcL's below lucks smooth; color im- 
material; weiudit. -10 to no pounds; 
height. 21 to '2i inches, nefects: Domed 
skull; bigli-peaked occipital bone; heavy, 
pendulous ears: fn'l. snft eyes; heavy, 
fcnthered legs, short tail. 

There are snnie very fine spocinien<i of 
llie breed owned in Victoria, tinil a uuni- 
ber of r':iliforina's best collies a"-!' to bo 
exhiluted nt the approaching Victoria 
Kennel fluli's show, so that the iniblic 
will have am|ilc opiinrtunity of leiiriiiiig 
by actual observation what the collie 
should be like, from a bench point of 
view.

PADDY LYNCH SHANGHAIED. 

Xotorious Portland Boarding IIouso 
Man Enticed -Vbuard Ship Now En 
Kotito for Antipodes. 

Prom the I'ortlaud Oregonlan. 

A strange story . of blighted hopes and 
misplaced confldcncc drifted ' In over the 
wires from Tacoina last evening. The 

Htory was brief, but Tery much to tlie 
point, and ran about IhUBly: "Lyucb on 
board the Uiifus 12. Wood, towing out for 
Australia. ' Tlio Lynch referred to was 
not Judge byuch, of whom we read so 
frequently, but ilr. Patrick, or "Paddy" 
Lynch, uC tho new bourdlnK house Arm of 
Turk, Lynch & Keuuey. This lUin recently 
made an .aBroemeiit with the captain of the 
Ilrllisb bark Muskoka, now lying nt Astoria, 
liy which they were to Bupply a cri'W of 
'-'I men at a liberal reihictlou from the list 
luii'e. Sailors are scarce at present, anil, 
when Lynch, Turk & (;o. went out luto the 
higluvtiys and byways, Hearchlng for able 
si'amon, they fouail tliemselves la coiu|ietl- 
lion with other labor agents, who enticed 
Ihe sailors away with promises of per 
(lay, light work, and pie three times u day, 
while tile best they could offer was "£t a 
mouth," with salt horse and sea biscuit 
thrown in. Uy hard rustling they fltlcd tiio 
ship with the exception of two men, and 
as the supply In Portland and Astoria was 
apparently exhausted, they were obliged to 
:ii"k elsewliei-e. 

Lynch had Iummi reiiiling the Seattle pu- 
llers and gut the liuiiresslon tliat 'I'ai'oma 
was a slow town. He aecorillagly Ijoughl 
a ticket for that place, and set to work 
rnunillng iqi men to bring over to the Co- 
liuiilila, 

.Vow. the siillor market in 'I'acoma has 
been ruling steaily to hrni with low stock.s 
for a long time, and the boarding house 
Tiieii at that point did- nut welcome the 
stranger. Dave Kvans, the king of the 
boarding house fraternity on the Hound, 
had just been securing a crew for the 
American, ship Uufus 10. Wood, which was 
lied up to a buoy In Ihe hottomless harbor, 
ue;irly ready to s.ill for Australia, Lynch 
looki'd with covetou,-) eyi'S on the a.ssort- 
mi'iil of humiia beings which the magic 
wauil or whiskey of Lviins had transf ornieil 
from fanners, womlcliopprrs, etc. Into able 
seamen, and an Idea eutiTcd his head, 

III' approiiclleil Ihe watchman wlmm 
Kvans bad left aboard to make things pleas- 
ant for the new crew, and after some hag- 
gling, perfected a plan by which lie was to 

I borrow the crew. The over-conUdence of 
Lynch In the watchman proved his undoing, 
for that Individual, as soon as jiosslble, 
made ICvans acquainted with the iihin, and 
prepared to give Lynch what Hinful siiort- 

I lag men term the "double cro.sH." The 
Wood was Ml Ml short a couple of men who:! 
Lynch was planning to leave her short a 
ful crew, so Kvans walled until the ship 
was aliout ready to sail before going out 
with them. The watchman arranged to 
have Lynch come out In a bJat to get the 
men, and while Lyncb's side of the story 
is not obtainable at present, it U reported 
that he was seized as soon as he rcach£d 
the deck of tbc vessel, and the boatln 
which the other conspirators rowed him out 
to the ship returned to the city. 

Mr. Frank Turk accompanied Lynch from 
this city, and the lutcutlou of Mr, Kviins 
was to keep the tirni Intact as near as pos- 
sible; but through some mlKuniloratamllng 
Turk was loft to poniler on the wicked ways 
of Tacouin boarding house men. For the 
sake of keeping the oiiposltlon alive. It Is 
to be hoped that Mr. Turk wdll liMive that 
wleked city befiu-e lie, too, Is srilrlted away 
to tbc Antipodes. As for .Mr. Lynch, 
"lie's there alone with green seas rocking 
blm 

I"or a thousand miles around; 
lie's there alone with dumb things rnocklug 
hlni," etc. 

The news that Lyoch had been shang- 
haied created quite a scusatlon oa the 
water front la this city,' for be was gen- 



erally regarded as a man capable of taking 
care of himself, . It is.iUpt. known -whether 
the AVood will 8top:any.wb'ere;'On her. woy 
to soa or not, but as Kvans' .watchmen are 
still aboard, It will be a dlfflcult. matter 
for Lynch to escape.
